UNABLE TO IDENTIFY 
SCHOOL INSTRUCTORS 


Suspect Who Owns Gray 


Automobile Is Placed’ 


Under Arrest, but His 
Release Is Predicted.

Chicago, May 27.—An eye-witness 
account of what the informant be- 
lieves was the midnight burial of 
Robert Franks, 13-year-old son of a 
(bicago millionaire, whose body was 
found in a south side swamp after the 
parents had received ransom demands, 
was the principal development today 
in the search for the slayers. 

The man who gaves the information 
was John -H. Shackelford, of Gary, 
Ind., a railway switchman, who said 
that late Wednesday night, when the 
boy disappeared, he saw a green sedan 
near the swamp in which the boy’s 
body was found. He said he noticed 
three men and a woman in the car and 
that one of the men left it with a 
bundle which he first thought was a 
tent but which he now believes was 
the body of the youth. When the man 
returned he did not have the bundle, 
Shackelford caid. 

Best Information. 

Despite the fact that the police 
have been working on the theory that 
the boy was kidnaped and bis body 
later carried to the swamp by per- 
sons riding in a gray car, Robert E. 
Crowe, state’s attorney, said he be- 
lieved Shackelford’s information the 
best evidence yet obtained. 

During the day Shackelford was 
taken to interview two instructors 
at a private school atiended by the 
youth, who have been held since the 
slaying. 
of them. Hearing on the petitions for 
a writ of habeas corpus to free the in- 
structors was continued until to- 
morrow by agreement of counsel. At- 
iorneys for the instructors declared 
they were willing. to agree to any- 
thing in order to have a hearing on 
the case, as they asserted the instruc- 
tors have long since given all the in- 
formation they possess. 

Adolph Papritz, alias Johnson, who 
owns a gray automobile and answered 
in a general way the hypothetical de- 
seription the police have built up of 
the man who made the ransom de- 
mands, and who posed as “George 
Johnson,” was taken into custody to-

‘Breach Between Presi-. 


| dent Coolidge and Party 


Embarrassing Problem. 


Washington, May 27.—Republicans 
are facing a difficult job in working 
out a platform for. the convention at 
Cleveland, because of the breach be- 
tween President Coolidge and those 
party leaders in the senate who have 
bolted his will. 

Because of his opposition to presi- 
dential policies, Senator Igdge, ven- 
erable republican floor leader in the 
senate and veteran master hand of 
many conventions, will be relegated to 
a minor role in the party conclave this 
year, it is learned, while other repub- 
licans who have disagreed with the 
president will be given little consider- 
ation, 

And yet the legislative action 
brought about by these men and op- 
posed by the president, must be given 
a place in the platform, because it 
represents party achievement. On a 
numer of measures the president and 
his party leaders have stood directly 
opposite, and yet those measures are 
now the law of a republican congress. 

The Bonus Puzzle. 

Moet republicans voted for the bo- 
nus—Coolidge vetoed it. There must 
be some mention of this party achieve- 
ment in the platform record, but how 
will the two stands be compromised? 
This is giving considerable worry. 

The president wanted the Mellon 
tax bill. Many of his leaders dis- 
agreed with him. Virtually a demo- 
cratic bill was passed finally, through 
acquiescence of republican leaders. The 
president is expected to sign it—but 
he doesn’t approve of its principles. 

The president opposed exclusion of 
Japanese by law. He found no sup- 
port among his leaders in either house 
or senate. Lodge was cold to efforts 
of the president to arrange some com- 
promise. It is even whispered about 
that he tried to work against the 
president on this measure. 

Lodge and others voted to override 
his veto on the Bursum pension bill. 

The World Court Problem. 

Then there is the world court. 
Coolidge urged adoption of the Hard- 
ing-Hughes plan. His senate leaders 
have opposed it, and have reported 
out an entirely different measure. How 
will these views be compromised? 

The breach between Lodge and the 
president has become wide. This year, 
for the first time, the venerable re- 
rublican leaders will be shoved from 
the scene because of the clamor from 
‘Massachusetts against Lodge for his 
‘opposition to the president. 

There have been requests even that 
Lodge be removed from the Massachu- 
eetts delegation. This, of cours, is im- 
pessible as the delegation has been 
chosen already, but it has led members 
iof the delegation to decide that Lodge 
‘ean have no important post at the 
| convention.

Upon learning that the United 
States government seeks a judgment 
for $6,835,469.62 in a suit filed Tues- 
'day in district court here against the 
| Coca-Cola company, the Georgia cor- 
| poration, for alleged unpaid income 
(and excess profit taxes for 1919, 
| Charles Howard Candler, president, is- 
sued a statement in which he declared 
that the tax return for 1919 on behalf 
of the Georgia corporation was made 
by a person who was recommended as 
an expert tax accountant of Des 
Moines, lowa, and that the company 
| depended upon this expert to make a 
correct return. Accountants and at- 
torneys representing the company had 


'nothing to do with the return, Mr.! 


Candler added. ° 

In his statement, Mr. Candler point- 
ed out that the suit had no connec- 
tion with the present Coca-Cola cor- 
poration, which was organized in 1919 
when the Coca-Cola company, the 
Delaware corporation, purchased the 
entire assets of the Georgia corpora- 
tion, against whom the suit is filed. 

Candler’s Statement. 

“My attention has been called,” 
Mr. Candler said in a statement to 
The Constitution, “to the suit filed 
by the United States government 
against the Coca-Cola company, the 
Georgia corporation, due to additional

ARE BEING TURNED 
“OVER PARTY KNEE 


Good Spanking Already 
Given to Some Members 
of Congress and Others 
Are Apprehensive.

In Some Cases Senators 
and Congressmen Are 
Being Rigorously Chas- 
tised by Outsiders.

Washington, May 27.—Republican 
senators and congressmen who have 
crossed President Coolidge recently — 
especially by voting to override the 
bonus veto—are being subjected to 
various forms of refined political tor- 
ture administered in the name of 
party discipline. 

Congress has had a riotous winter, 
but if the prodigals thought they 
could go back home and eat fatted 
calf after it is all over, they were 
much mistaken. Some of them already 
have been turned over the pagty knee 
and given a good spanking. Others 
are trembling lest the same treatment 
is in store for them. 

State party conventions, republican 
organizations and individua] adminis- 
tration workers have declared an open 
season on many senators and con- 
gressmen who have split with the 
white house on the bonus, taxes, im- 
migration and other issues, 


Rigorous Chastisement. 


Some senators and congressmen are 
being even more rigorously chastised 
by outsiders, as in the case of Sena- 
tor Fess, of Ohio, a Simon-pure ortho- 
dox republican. 

Recently he delivered a resounding 
address in praise of Coolidge at the 
New England Coolidge dinner at Bos- 
ton. The Harriman National bank, 
of New York, liked the sentiments 
expressed and asked Fess’ permission 
to reprint the address and sent it 
to 2,500 depositors and clients. Then 
the bonus veto came along and Fess 
voted to override it. “Gross betray- 
al!” the Harriman people exclaimed. 
Thereupon they took printed copies 
of the original speech by Fess and 
sent it out to all members of congress 
and to clients, with this written 
across the face in the handwriting 
and over the signature of J. W. Har- 
riman: 

“This article was sent to yon in 
our folder of April 21st. Senator 
Fess, of Ohio, is a wonderful orator. 
but is he a sincere man? He has now 
recorded his vote overriding the presi- 
dent’s veto of the bonus bill. We 
apologize for having sent to you 
heretofore the original of this article. 
We were fooled by this speech of Mr

The prince was in an army uniform 
and the princess wore a jade green 
dress. They talked gaily during the 
moments when the formalities gave 
way to the traditional Guild Hall fel- 
lowship. 

As the luncheon got under way, the 
guests—representative of every phase 
ef British national life—could not re- 
sist the temptation to gossip a bit 
about the appearance of the prince 
with Princess Mafalda, for, although 
the prince himself seems eminently 
satisfied with his state of single- 
blessedness, his father’s subjects never 
lose an opportunity to speculate as to 
who will be their future queen. 


It was in anticipation of thig in- 
evitable talk and in remembrance of 
the rumors circulated last year re- 
garding a possible marriage of the 
Prince of Wales and Princess Yolan- 
da, that the British authorities who 
know what is going on in royal cir- 
cles stated positively a few days ago 
that the state visit to London of the 
Italian sovereigns had neither politi- 
cal nor marital significance.

Leland Harvey Just Couldn’t 


YOUTH PACES CELL WHILE WOMAN SOBS 


‘Fit In’, Says Troubled Mother 


Macon, Ga., May 27.—(Special.) 
“T just can’t understand Leland; it 
doesn’t seem like him,” said Mrs. W. 
L. Harvey, mother of Leland Harvey, 
18, who is now being held by Atlanta 
police, charged with having committed 
several daring robberies, along with 
Roy R. Webb and M. C. Willis, of 
Macon. today while discussing her 
son’s predicament. 

“Leland was a man who didn’t fit 
in,’ Mrs. Harvey told a reporter as 
she recounted how all his life he had 
been: restless and unable to settle 
down to one place. “But he had al- 
ways been a good, dutiful son, and 
seemed to love his mother very much,” 
Mrs. Harvey added. 

“Things papers are saying about 
him must not be so. He was a nice 
boy, and always went with a nice 
crowd. He liked to dance, but I never 
heard of him being so crazy about 
it as to leave Macon. 

“IT don’t know whether his father 
even knows about it yet, for we have 
been unable to locate him. He is 
traveling for a firm in new territory 
and did not leave a forwarding ad- 


dress.”’ 


It was all the boy’s mother could 
do to keep back the tears as she 
talked of “My Boy,” who is the baby, 
the only other child being a daughter, 
who lives in Atlanta. She has not 
seen him since he left her six weeks 
ago, because he did not want her to 
see him in jail. 

“I don’t know whether I will go to 
him or not,” she said between sobs. 
“I want to see my boy, but he doesn’t 
want me to come to him. He always 
said he would never let me know if 
anything happened to him. 

“He has worked at several places 
in Macon and his employers all 
seemed to like him. Then he went 
to Detroit, but came back when win- 
ter came and was planning to return 
this summer.” 

The little mother sits and wonders. 
as many others have done before her. 
What will be the outcome? Her 18- 
year-old son paces his cell and the law 
growls for its victim, a boy who loves 
his mother, but whose restlessness and 
yearning for ‘adventure made him a 
creature that “wouldn't fit in with, 
the run of the world.” 


BATTLE OF SONGS 
STIRS RELCHSTAL 


Communists Shouting the 
“Internationale” Drown 
Out Sound of “Deutsch- 
land Uber Alles.” °

Ferlin, May 27.—As_ President 
Ebert struggled with the difficult task 
of finding someone capable of heading 
a cabinet, the new German reichstag, 
on whose word hangs the fate of the 
Dawes’ report, opened with a vaude- 
ville-like show in which howling com- 
munists taunte enraged fasciti. 

Members came to blows before the 
session was adjourned in disorder late 
Tuesday, with the communists shout- 
ing the “Internationale” to drown out 
the voices of fascisti who were lustily 
singing “Deutschland Uber Allies.” 

At that time Germany was still in 
the throes of cabinet making. Ebert 
had commissioned Chancellor Marx— 
still temporarily carrying on despite 
the resignation of his government— 
to rebuild a cabinet. The commission 
had not yet been accepted, however, 
due te internal developments in the 
folks party. 

The excitement of the reichstag 
meeting, however, thrust the cabinet 


[situation into the background. 


Reds Start Disorders. 

The “reds” had opened their cam- 
paign of disérder at the session by 
gaily blowing a tin horn. As General 
Ludendorff answered roll call he was 
met wtih a five-minute barrage of 
jeers and laughter, 

“Our people are jailed—and this 
pig is free!’ the communlsts yelled. 

The fascisti supporters of the gen- 
eral manfully attempted to shout 
down the “reds,” while Ludendorff re- 
mained silent, his lips curled in a 
scornful smile. 

When Admiral yon Tirpitz an- 
swered the roll another tumult rose 
from the communist benches. Through 
the chamber rang shrill long-drawn 
whistles, meant to imitate a ship’s 
siren, 

Girl Spurs on Colleagues. 

Throughout the roll-call the uproar 
continued. Ruth Fischer, wild-haired 
girl communist leader, spurred on her 
colleagues, her shrill voice rising above 
the rest. Finally the tight-lipped, 
shaven-headed fascisti, glaring through 
heughty monocles, could stand the 
attacks no longer, and burst forth with 
counter jeers. 

Through the storm came the futile 
tinkle of a tiny bell, rung time and 
again, as Herr Bock, acting president, 
vainly called for order. Bock, a so- 
cialist, temporarily held the chair by 
virtue of his position as oldest mem- 
ber of the*house. He had a thankless 
task.

FORD SUPPORTERS 
LOSE IN SENATE 


Norris Plan for Govern- 
ment Operation of Mus- 
cle Shoals Favorably Re- 
ported by Committee. 


Washington, May 27.—Henry Ford. 
victorious in the house, has met vir- 
tual defeat in his battle for Mascle 
Shoals in the senate, where the agri- 
cultural committee has reported favor- 
ably the Norris plan for government 
operation, rejecting Ford’s offer. 

Ford’s offer will receive a test in 
the senate along with that of Norris, 
it is assured, but indications are that 
it has no chance of acceptance. It 
was rejected by a vote of 11 to 5 in 
the committee, the Norris plan being 
voted out, 11 :to 4. The-vote was 
tiken again Tuesday, after rejection 
of the Ford offer several days ago by 
the committee. 

The general opinion is that both 
plans will be rejected by the senate 
when they come up for.a vote in the 
next few days, thus delaying action 
until next session, There is a general 
belief that the question of disposing 
of the government plants should be 
studied more thoroyghly. 

Capper Favors Delay. 

“The government is now going ahead | 
with completion of work at Muscle 
Shoals, and it will be at least a year 
before it will be finished, and a de- 
cision necessary,” Senator Capper, of 
Kansae, leader of the farm bloc, said. 

Capper was formerly for the Ford 
offer, but has changed his position, as 
a result of the recent hearings by the 
agriculture committee, of which he is 
a member, and his position is indica- 
tive of that of others. 

“These hearings have been very illu- 
minating/’ he said. “I think that a 
good deal more study should be given 
to this question before final action is 
taken,” 

Criticises Ford’s Stand. 

Capper criticised the auto manufac- 
turer for his action in refusing to ap- 
pear oefore the committee or to send 
tis representatives, terming it “auto- 
cratic.” 

The five who voted for the Ford 
offer were: Ladd, of North Dakota, 
republican, and Smith, of South Caro- 
lina; Harrison, of Mississippi; Heflin, 
of Alabama, and Caraway, of Arkan- 
sas, democrats. 

Two democrats opposed, Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, and Kendrick, of Wyo- 
ming, while Ralston, of Indiana, voted 
present, Johnson, of Minnesota, 
also voted against the Ford offer. Re- 
publicans opposing it were: McNary, 
of Oregon; Capper, of Kansas; Keyes, 
of New Hampshire; Gooding, of Ida- 
ho; Norbeck, of South Dakota; Har- 
reld, of Oklahoma; Norris, of Ne- 
braska, and MeKinley, of Illinois. 
Caraway and Ralston both voted pres- 
ect on the Norris plan, while all those 


The Norris Plan. 

The Norris bill provides for opera- 
tion of the project by a government 
corporation, functioning under a board 
of three directors appointed by the 
president and confirmed by the senate. 
The secretary of war is awthorized to 
complete construction of dams Nos. 2 
and 3, and to construct reservoirs for 
the development of hydro-electric 
power and to aid navigation. 

The board of directors would super- 
vise manufacture of fertilizer in 
peace time, and explosives in case of 
war. It would be authorized to sell 
surplus power. 

The board would have control over 
the output of fertilizer. It could sell 
the product direct to the farmers and 
farm organizations. When fertilizer 
is sold to dealers, the board would 
have power to exact. as a condition of 
sale the prevention of enormous or un- 
reasonable price to consumers.

Several Obstacles to Ad- 
journment on Scheduled 
Time, June 7, Have Been 
Removed Recently.

Farm Bloc and Senate 
Insurgents Expected To 
Lose Fight To Keep 
Congress in Session.

Washington, May 27.—Leaders in 
congress are preparing to quit work 
and adjourn on scheduled time, June 
7, despite rumors which have cropped 
up repeatedly that a summer session 
would be necessary to clean up the 
slate. 

Threats were made recently by the 
farm bloc and senate insurgents that 
they would not permit adjournment 
until an agricultural relief measure 
and railroad legislation were enacted. 
Now it is evident that their strength 
will not be sufficient to hold con- 
gress here against the desire of a 
majority to get away. 

One Obstacle Removed. 

There was another obstacle to ad- 
journment which has been cleared 
up—Muscle Shoals legislation. A yote 
on both of the outstanding plans— 
that of Fotd and government opera- 
tion—virtually is assured now as a 
result of action of the senate agri- 
cultural committee Tuesday in re- 
porting out the Norris plan fer gov- 
ernment operation and the announce- 
ment that the Ford offer also would 
be given its chance on the floor. 

Some democrats had indicated they 
would oppose adjournment until ac- 
tion on Muscle Shoals had been taken. 
Now that this has been cieared up, it 
is thought they will join with regu- 
lar republicans in opposing a summer 
session after the conventions. 

Outside of this, the most insistent 
demand for postponement, because of 
failure to act, came from farm bloc 
leaders and republican insurgents. 
Senator Capper, of Kansas, leader of 
the senate farm bloc, threatened the 
other day that he would hold congress 
here until] some farm relief bill was 
enacted. 

Tangle Develops. 

Since then a tangled situation has 
developed. Action has been delayed 
for several days on the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill in the house, with indications 
that it is likely to be beaten when 
the test comes. Sensing the difficulty, 
Capper said Tuesday that while he 
was most anxious for passage of a 
farm relief bill, and would c:mand a 
show-down in the senate on some one

Thirty-nine persons are known to 
have been killed, more than 60 in- 
jured, some perhaps fataliy, scores 
rendered homeless and property dam- 
age estimated at more than $1,000,- 
000 caused by violent windstorms 
which swept portions of Alabama and 
Mississippi Monday night and early 
Tuesday for the second time in less 
than a month. 

Probability that the death toll wil! 
be increased as lines of communica- 
tion gradually are restored is seen 
in unconfirmed reports of persons 
killed and missing, which continue to 
trickle in over ergppled wires. 

In one or two cases, whole com- 
munities were wiped out, while in 
every eection touched by the dis- 
turbance a path of ruin and desola- 
tion was left, marked by razed dwell- 
ings and farm buildings, damaged 
highways and disrupted telephone and 
telegraph facilities. Railroad traffic 
was impeded in certain arcas. 

Driving Rains Follow Tornado. 

Driving rains, which accompanied 
the twisters in most of the stricken 
communities, swelled streams to over- 
flowing and added to the havoe 
wrought by the storm. 

Tuesday night the storm appeared 
from incomplete advices to be pursu- 
ing the same course as the disturb- 
ance which three weeks ago devastated 
sections of the southeast, killing more 
than 100 persons. South Curolina, 
which bore the brunt of the last dis- 
turbance, reported minor damage in 
that state, but no casualties. Latest 
reports were to the effect that the 
twisters had been felt in North Caro- 
lina, bu to what extent was not known 
due to damaged wire facilities, ; 

With 20 dead in Mississippi and 19 
in Alabama, both states set about re- 
lief and reconstruction work, aided by 
the American Red Cross and local re- 
lief agencies.

Rescue Parties Formed. 


Rescue parties were formed at Hat- 
tiesburg, Meridian and Laurel dur. 
ing the early part of today and sent 
to the devastated districts. Telephone 
and telegrajsh connections to all sec- 
tions of the state were bad and scores 
of linemen were busy all day repair- 
ing breaks in the section visited by the 
storm. Traffic in some sections was 
impossible because of fallen trees and 
debris, while between Phillip and 
Charleston, in Tallahatchie county, 
roads were impassable because of high 
water from swollen streams, the roads 
in many instances being under water. 

Acting Governor Dennis Murphree 
late today received a telegram from 
E. E. Blount, city marshal at Sum- 
mit, Pike county, recounting the de- 
struction o property in that commu- 
nity. No lives were reported to have 
been lost there, but the meager re- 
port indicated that not a home in that 
section had been left untouched and 
that property damage was heavy. 


NO FATALITIES REPORTED 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA, 

Columbia, 8. C.. May 27.—South 
Carolina, sorely stricken by tornadoes 
four weeks ago, was visited today by 
twisting windstorms in two localities, 
but reports received here tonight indi- 
cate the state escaped any fatalities 
from the disturbances which brought 
death to other sections of the south.

The first heresy trial of a bishop 
since the middle ages hegan when 
Brown, wearing a red carnation on 
his ecclesiastical coat, walked inte 
the cathedral to confront his accusers, 
The church was packed to its doors 
with a gaping crowd. 

A Note of Splendor. 

Behind the stern bishops arpointed 
to try the alleged heretic was hung 
a bright red curtain, which added a 
strange note of specious splendor to 
the unprecedented scene. A _ purple- 
rose glow was thrown upon the 
bishops from a stained glass window 
ahove, 

Before the ecclesiastical court were 
four plain, unpainted tables at which 
sat the attorneys for the church and 
those representing Bishop Brown. 

Brown sat at one side of the nave 
with some of his strongest adherents. 
It is believed that in the likely event 
that the court refuses to dismiss the 
charges he will frankly admit he is a 
heretic in the orthodox sense of the 
word, but he will employ a strong of- 
fensive as his main line of defense,. 
charging that the men who are trying 
him must confess, by all the laws of 
reason that they are also heretics. 
He will attempt to make them admit 
that they do not hold literal belief in 
all the Biblical miracles, and that, 
in consequence, the difference in his 
heresy and theirs lies only in the pro- 
portion and specific subjects of skep- 
ticism. 


SAYS HEBREWS FAKED 
AGE OF METHUSELAH 


May 27.—Theories 
that the Hebrews and Babylonians 
“faked” the ages of Noah, Methuse- 
lah and other personages in order to 
disguise their ignorance of history are 
advanced by Dr. Howard Chiera, pro- 
fessor of Assyriology at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, in a paper sub- 
mitted to the Crozer Theological Sem- 
inary 

Dr. Chiera told of the discovery of 
a four-sided Babylonian prism in 
which the age of Noah was given at 
64,800 years. He declared that the 
Babylonians did not actually believe 
that their legendary heroes lived to 
such ages but that they were certain 
the world was far older than they had 
definite knowledge of and were con- 
sequently forced to invent new heroes 
or to make the lives of such as they 
had stretch over the whole period of 
which they had fragmentary records. 
In this manner Dr. Chiera said, the 
lives of eight kings before Hammurabi 
were said to total 241,200 years, while 
ten other monarchs were credited 
with a span of life of 432,000 years, 

“The Hebrews, of course,” said Dr. 
Chiera, “were confronted with a sim- 
ilar problem. It was necessary for 
them to multiply the average length 
of human life; and a multiplication of 
ten was more than sufficient, as wit- 
ness the 969 years of Methuselah.”

THE EXCLUSION LAW. 

Unable to get congress, while in 
a state of resentful mind because 
of a tactless letter of Ambassador 
Hanihara, to agree to modification 
of the Japanese exclusion clause: in 
the immigration bill, or to defer its 
effectiveness until March 1, 1925, 
President Coolidge has signed the 
bill. He did so with protest at the 
exclusion provision, but exclaiming 
his inability to defer favorable ac- 
tion on the bill by reason of the 
fact that the existing law expires 


—

on June 30. 


Congress is already In the clos- 
ing days’ Jam, and the president not 
only foresaw, in the bloc alliances 
that exist, a possible passage of the 
bill over a veto, but felt the grave 
possibility of the country actually 
being left by congress without an 
immigration law or policy. 

Official Washington believed in 
14921 that the arms conference 
averted a war with Japan, whieh 
was rapidly gathering like the over- 
hanging clouds of an impending 
storm. 

At the conclusion of that con- 
ference, Japan was in the happiest 
and most cooperative mood of any 
time during the international re- 
lations with Asiatic countries; and 
the economic results to this nation 
have been of a potential nature. 
Secretary Hughes feels, and very 
justly so, that much of that work 
has been undone by the present im- 
migration bill. 

Today the chief concern of the 
administration is over the effect 
upon friendly relations with Japan. 
Japanese leaders have acted with re- 
straint and there is no likelihood of 
any unpleasantness over this in- 
cident at present. The main regret 
of the president and Secretary 
Hughes is that the incident has 
made a deep impression upon the 
Japanese public and will cause a 
certain amount of festering which 
may break out on the surface at 
some later date when another 
controversy arises. 

That the Japanese ambassador 
may resign, as indicated In Washing- 
ton dispatches, is based entizely 
upon his own embarrassing situa- 
tion resulting from the latter’s con- 
templating ‘grave consequences” 


- if the old gentleman’s agreement 


should be abrogated. 

Despite the feeling of security 
for the present, however, there is 
no disputing the fact that the ill 
temper of the congress, as express- 
ed in many speeches as well as in 
the votes, has been the unnecessary 
flaunting of a red flag in the face of 
a bull. It has invited ill-feeling be- 
tween this and the Asiatic nations, 
particularly the most influential 
power of them ail, and it is as un- 
fortunate as it was ill-advised. 

The Portland Oregonian, published 
in the very heart of thaf> section 
of the country supposedly most in 


favor of Japanese exclusion, makes | 


this point, and it is a new one: 


“The Asiatic exclusion clause of the | 
immigration bill has brought to de- | 


eision the question whether immigra- 
tion can properly be a subject of 
treaty between this and other nations. 
The bill treats it as a matter for do- 
mestic legislation, as to which no 
other nation has a right to be con- 
sulted, and that is doubtless the 
opinion of the main body of the 
American people. Thus it is with- 
drawn from the field of diplomacy, 
in which it was placed when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made the gentlemen’s 
agreement with Japan and in which 
it has been held by later presidents.” 


It was this change in our method 
of dealing with exclusion that im- 


_ pelled the president to ask that the 
, date for the change should be de- 
© ferred until March 1, 1925. 


This much courtesy was due to 
Japan, when we resolve no longer 


to consult that country on a mat- 


_ as to which we have hitherto 
consulted it and regarding which it 
is highly sensitive. 

Congress has added one more to 
the many acts by which it harasses 
the president. 

Again politics has entered to em- 
barrass the economic welfare of the 
nation. Indeed, and perhaps the 
future peace of the nation! 


ONE GOOD MEASURE. 

Congress has, at least, put one 
piece of constructive legislation in 
its books—the Rogers bill for the 
reorganization of the foreign ser- 
vice. 

Hereafter our representatives 
abroad will be known as “foreign 
service officers,” and their positions 
below the grade of minister will be 
permanent. They will be subject to 
promotion on merit, and they will 
be assigned to duty in either the di- 


plomatic or consular branch of the} 


foreign service at the discretion of 
tre president. The distinction be- 
tween a diplomatic and a consular 
officer has been abolished insofar 
as foreign service is concerned, al- 
though a man may serve for a pe- 
riod as one and for another period 
as the other. In short, the func- 
tions are made interchangeable. 

The constitutional prerogative of 
the president to appoint ambassa- 
dors and ministers could not, of 
course, be disturbed. The service 
is divided into eight classes, begin- 
ning with Class 1, at $9,000 a year, 
and ending with Class 9, at $3,000. 
Below these are the unclassified: 
clerks, vice-consuls, etc., with sal- 
aries ranging from $3,000 to 
$1,500. They will have oppor- 
tunity to work into the classified 
service. 

Appointments will be made after 
a rigid examination and a probation 
period or after five years’ continuous 
service in the department of state. 
Retirement pay is ‘provided for on 
the basis of average salary drawn 
for the ten years next preceeding 
the date of retirement, Class A, 30 
years or more, to receive 60 per 
cent of such salary, down to Class 
F, 15 to 18 years, 30 per cent. 
Hence an official who had worked 
up to $9,000 for ten years would be 
retired after 30 years service at 
$5,400. Unlike military and naval 
officers, the foreign service offi- 
cers contribute to thelr own re- 
tirement pay. 


WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS. 

The study of newspaper publicity 
made yesterday in the office of The 
Constitution by twenty members of 
the Institute for Tuberculosis Work- 
ers, conducted under the auspices of 
Emory university at the Y. M. C. A., 
brings to mind the history and de- 


velopment of the anti-tuberculosis 
movement in Atlanta. , 

Elsewhere is told today how these 
amateur reporters came to this of- 
fice to learn to write a newspaper 
story; and, too, how the winner of 
the contest won the prize. 

This was educational. Its pur- 
pose was to show a group studying 
tuberculosis work how to write 
newspaper publicity, for the im- 
portance of publicity in public 
health work is urgent if the public 
is to be informed correctly. 

Yet for this publicity material to 
“vet by” the city editor it must 
either be news intrinsically or have 
the aspect of news. ‘News’ jis the 
plural of new. Something must 
have happened before the wizard of 
the city desk will permit a story to 
get past his deft blue-pencil. This 
experiment was conducted by The 
Constitution to give a graphic dem- 
onstration of writing news items. 

In this Connection the holding of 
the institute here, conducted by Dr. 
Phillip P. Jacobs, of the National 
Tuberculosis association, brings to 
mind the work in Atlanta during the 
last seventeen years for the benefit 
of the community of the Atlanta 
Tuberculosis association and the 
Georgia Tuberculosis association in 
the prevention and cure of this dis- 
ease. 

At the outset, in 1907, the At- 
lanta Tuberculosis association found 
its work fostered and encouraged by 
the Fulton County Medical society. 
The society proffered the services 
of its physicians in the campaign. 

In 1908, the first Christmas seals 
were sold——the little votes for 
health cast at holiday season—the 
sale amounted to $1,475.32. Last 
year the amount raised by the holi- 
day campaign aggregated $30,- 
743.85. 

Seven nurses on the staff reached 
(9,079 patients, while the institu- 
ition itself made a health survey of 


_2,808 children, and treated a total 
‘of 2,282 patients. 

Any person suspecting himself of 
having tuberculosis may be exam- 
losis Association of Atlanta, 23 East 
Cain street. 

The work of the Georgia Tuber- 
culosis association last year resulted 
in 3,900 adults being treated. Ac- 
cording to experts who have ex- 
amined the local situation the aver- 
age length of life added was five 
years; the total years added to hu- 
man life were 19,500, and figuring 
on the basis of a value of $100 a 
year for each life the total wealth 
added to Atlanta was $1,950,000,

sans. Tsukor, an ignorant demagogue, 
with a villainous hatred for all the 
intelligentsia and people of learning, 
has gone too far even for Russia. 
The bodies of 1,100 murdered girls 
were found in his cellar. One of 
them was not older than 11 years. 
Tsuker could not make his col- 
leagues believe that those’ girls were 
counter-revolutionary spies and he is 
in prison awaiting execution. The 
revolution has brought strange crea- 
tures to the surface. Napoleon once

Whee-zz Whee-zz, Went the Bronchiec- 
tasis. 


It you are nursing a recurring “win- 
ter cough” or “dry catarrh” or chronic 
bronchitis or bronchiectasis, take my 
advice and don’t read this. It will 
only arouse your animosity, and geod- 
ness knows [I have nothing against 
you as long as you don’t come wheez- 
ing around about the bad weather we 
have here at home. For ten years I 
Lave been trying to tell you how to 
get along without too much concern 
about your bronicle toobs, and you 
have set me down as a crank with 
queer notions because my teachings 
kave not always coincided with the 
aimanacology of the subject. Most of 
your life you have constantly exercised 
yourself to avoid drafise, damp and 
changeable weather and comfortable 
uncerwear, these being the main pro- 
phylactie precautions laid down by 
the health authorities proper, the of- 
ficials you pay to keep you well, 
whether they do or not. Now, if in 
spite of all this thoughtless care and 
coddling you have acquired a fixed 


wheezes by way of accompaniment, I 
do not blame you for it. I don't 
even say I told you so. But tell me, 
iy it fair to ask me to sympathize with 
you? No. Let the doctors and the 
bealth teachers who taught you how 
to acquire chronic bronchitis or bron- 
chiectasis sympathize with you. They 
are strong on sympathy, I have no- 
liced. 

“Please tell the doctors about the 
posture treatment,” writes a reader 
who has bronchectasis, (That, by the 
way, means dilation of bronchial 
tubes, a fairly frequent occurrence in 
chronic bronchitis.) “Osler hag it in 
his book.” (Not in my copy though 
the great teacher mentions that change 
of posture often brings on severe 
coughing and the expectoration of a 
iurge quantity of sputum.) “One phy- 


a special study of my case never had 
heard of it. He had me sitting up in 
bed or a chair with backrest and pil- 
lows, when I was raising several cup- 
fuls of sputum daily.” 

The use of posture as a remedial 
measure is perhaps not taken seriously 
enough by some physicians whose con- 
fidence in less rational agencies is 
childlike. At first blush it does seem 
undignified to stand a patient on his 
head, I suppose. A doctor is naturally 
anxious to put a patient on his feet— 
or he was before the advent of balloon 
tires. 

Victims of chronie bronchitig with 
profuse expectoration, whether any 
bronchial tubes are dilated or not, 
commonly have a conghing’ spell on 
rising in the morning. Not a bad 
habit for them to assume an inverted 
posture for five or ten minutes at 
that time and again at mid-day and 
regain before retiring, or better, half 
a dozen times every day. At least a 
posture which favors drainage from 
the bronchi through the mouth. Some- 
times this is most easily effected by 
hanging the head and shoulders over 
the edge of the bed, resting the fore- 
arms on the floor. Sometimes the 
knee-chest posture is preferable. Head 
stands, somersaults, and the dach- 
shund crawl a number of times atound 
the room are stunts which interest 
victims who have not yet wheezed 
their way into the chimney corner. 
These latter methods are not for 
grumpies with frail dignity and brit- 
tle arteries. All that wheezes ig not 
old. Of cours these postural manenu- 
vers induce coughing—that is neces- 
eary to assist the drainage of the 
bronchiectactic cavities. 

Another thing I’ve urged for many 
years in my insane way is that sub- 
jects of chronie bronchitis or bron- 
chiectasis, if not physically disabled, 
should take the air every day and the 
weather be damned. This implies a 
mind freed from weather-phobia, and 
that brings us to the question of cll- 
mate, whieh will make a good story 
for another day.

In the History of Georgia and the Nation

lanta Constitution, paid a’ beautiful 
tribute to the many notable men and 
women who had carried the fame of 
Cartersville and Bartow county to the 
far corners of the earth.

Chicago, May 27.—Baffled in their 
attempts to solve Chicago's latest 
“kidnaping’ mystery, several  hun- 
dred thousand or more amateur 
sleuths gritted their teeth in dismay 
and lamented the finding of 17-year- 
old Gertrude Barker, who was sup- 
posed to have been abducted by dark 


bewhiskered men in a freight car. 

Gertrude found herself without the 
aid of sleuths, amateur or otherwise, 
through reading in the newspapers 
that she had been kidnaped. If that 
were #0, she reasoned, she did not 
want to remain in a perpetual state 
of abduction, so she_ telephoned 
friends. The friends, being curious, 
had the police investigate. The stern 
bluecoats and plainclothesmen who 
went .to the oe = toon obligingly fur- 
nished by the young woman found her 
there, as she so aptly described it, 
“living my own life.”

Told the police that it was bad 
form to kidnap one’s self and find 
one’s self again, Gertrude wept. She 


told how she had come here from 
Yakima, Wash., to live with an aunt 
and go to school.

World Court and League 
Divorced by Senate Plan 


Washington, May 27.—Adoption of 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee's court plan would enable President 
Coolidge to “promptly conclude with 
the states now adhering to the court 
a simple, direct and reasonable agree- 
ment,” the committee majority de- 
clared today in its formal report. 

“In reporting this resolution,” the 
report said, “the committee has taken 
aftirmative and favorable action upon 
the recommendation of President Hard- 
ing and President Coolidge that we 
should adhere to the court but not to 
the league of nations. 

“The resolution accepts the court as 
an established institution and = con- 
firms the tenure of the present judges, 


Under its terms the United States 
without reservations and without the 
least interference with the business of 
the court will align

Wholly Free of League. 

“On the other hand, the United 
States will remain in that event wholly | 
free from any legal relation to the 
league of nations. Not only wil! this 
be true as to the United States, but 
the existing legal relation between the 
court and the league will be severed for 
all states, so that the United States 
will occupy no anomalous or peculiar 
position, but will stand upon the foot- 


| 


ing as all the rest.” 

In two important particulars, the| 
report said, the resolution “goes be- | 
ing and embodies two ideas which 
resident Coolidge has emphasized.” 

“One of these,” it was added, “is the 
American idea of a court to whieh not | 
only league members but all states 
may adhere—the idea, that is, of a 
true world court.” The other ia the 
idea of a world law for a world court 
to interpret and apply. Without such 
a body of law made for it, we may 
call the tribunal a court of law, but it 
will necessarily become either a mere 
tribunal of arbitration, or else an in- 
ternational law maker. 

‘“l'he ideal of a world court can be 
attained under the resolution because 
it proposes to allow adherence to the 
court by any state recognized by : ny 
signatory power.” 

Relation With League. 

Under the heading, ‘““The Relation 
of Court and League,” the committee 
report asserted that a direct and vital

‘The com- 
mittee majority chose the latter al- 
ternative, and declared that to ae-| 
complish the result desired it was 
necessary to secure adoption of. the 
amendments proposed in the resolu- 
tion. 

“Instead of perpetuating the sys- 


tem of electing judges by action of 
the assembly and council of the 
league of nations,” the report said, 
“the committee reselution prop. ‘s 
direct action by the signatories them- 
selves. The change is of vital impor- 
tance but can be made without the 
least disturbance of the court or its 
jurisdiction. There is no good rea- 


son why its proposal by the United

With wet weather benefiting crops 
in Kansas and Oklahoma and Nebras- 
ka as well, price downturns were 
the rule in the wheat market through- 
out the day and the fact that there 
had been a steady advance of values 
recently had a bearish effect also, an 
opinion being prevalent that some- 
thing of a reaction was due.  Weak- 
ness of prices at Winnipeg and slow- 
ness of export demand tended further 
to induce selling here. On the de- 
clines which resulted, commission 
house buying developed, but the pur- 
chase orders failed to reach suffi- 
cient volume to offset the pressure 
from holders who wanted to realize 
profits, 

Winnipeg wheat weakness was ex- 
plained here as having been brought 
about by a decided pause in the Euro- 
pean demand which had been lifting 
the Canadian market. Only 250,000 
bushels of Canadian wheat appeared 
to have been taken for trans-Atlantic 
shipment and nothing at all from the 
United States except a little durum.

New York, May  27.—Cigarette 
production in this country during 
April amounted to 5,325,931,333, a 
gain over last year of 13 per cent 
and an increase over 1922 of 55 per 
cent. For the four months of the 
year the figures are 21,708,882,186, 
an increase over tLe same months of 
1923 of 10 per cent and a gain over 
1922 of 55 per cent. Cigar produc- 
tion for April was 501,422,160, or 6 
per cent under last year, but prac- 
tically the same as for 1922. For 
the four months, cigar production 
was 2,020,137,383, or 7 per cent un- 
der 1923.

until this oral understanding or “gen- 
tleman’s agreement’ was put into 
writing.

In Lumber Deals 


Washington, May 17.—Mitehell A. 
Touart, Jr., of Pensacola, Fia., in- 
dicted with John L. Phillips, of 
Georgia, and others, for alieged con- 
spiracy in connection with sale of gov- 
ernment surplus lumber, testified for 
the prosecution at the trial here to- 
day. Touart, who was granted a sep- 
arate trial, gave testimony by which 
the government sought to connect 
Charles Phillips, Jr., of Atlanta, with 
his brother, in the lumber deals. 

Touart testified that in a lumber 
transaction in TJexas, his firm, the 
Kitzen-Touart Company, made a 
profit in excess of $15,000. He said 
he paid $10,0Q0 of this to John L. 
Phillips, on account of Charles Phil- 
lips, Jr. The defendant Phillips de- 
manded the money in currency, he 
testified. 

In another transaction in lumber 
at Jeffersonville. Ind., Touart testi- 
fied. John IL. Phillips & Company 
were given the best of the stock by 
direction of Charles Phillips, Jr. The 
witness testified that in another deal 
at Nashville, Tenn., he entered a part- 
nership with Charles Phillips, Jr., 
using the Eitzen-Touart firm name 
under an agreement by which Charies 
Phillips, Jr.. was to receive two-thirds 
of the profits from sales. 

Purchaser Rebated $14.000. 

In reference to the $10,000 de- 
clared paid to John IL. Phillips, the 
witness later admitted the purchaser 
ef the lumber had claimed a rebate 
for failure to obtain all: of the lum- 
her. and that Phillips had to reim-

burse the purchaser to the amount of 
14.000. Touart said he did not re- 
part of his share of the 
profits. 

Touart declared the government re- 
ceived more than the market price for 
the surplus lumber he bought. rhe 
market, he said, was in a slump at 
that time, but later soared to a high 
figure and this, together with the 
energy displayed in finding purchasers, 
caused the profits on the transactions. 

On cross-examination, Touart said 
that in May, 1923, in answer to the 
government's civil suit to recover 
$7,500,000 alleged to have been made 
by the alleged conspirators in the lum- 
ber sales, he had sworn that all of 
Lie transactions with John L. Phillips 
and company, in connection with sur- 
plus lumber, without fraud or con- 
spiracy. : 

Was Bogus Organization. 

H. H. Yancey, of Jacksonville, Fla., 
a wholesale lumber merchant, another 
witness today, testified conecrning 
John L. Phillips’ organization of the 
Southern umber and Timber com- 
pany. M. L. Wooten, a government 
witness. had testified he bought $12,- 
0M) of stock in the company from 
Phillips. Yancey explained that Phil- 
lips had told him the witness was to 
he president of the company and: had 
given him a certificate of stock with 
directions to indorse it, which he did. 
He said Phillips told him he did not 
want his (Thillips’) name to appear 
in the company. The concern, which 
the government sought to show was 
a fake organization, never owned any 
proverty, the witness asserted.
